Cooper May 
Stay Aloft for 
Over 22 Orbits

HOUSTON. Tex -AP> — Astro­ 
naut Leroy 
Gordon Cooper Jr 
said here he may stay aloft for 
more than 22 orbits on hi« upeom 
mg space trip and that he p lan ' 
to depressurize 
his capsule 
m 
flight. 


"If conditions are right 
the 
pilot is in good shape and the sup­ 
ply of consum ables such as fuel 
and oxygen is satisfactory, we 
could 
go 
beyond 
22 
orbits." 
Coop«-. 35. said. 


Just how far. he would not say. 
He said the two-ton Mercury cap­ 
sule could sustain him at least 
two days—33 orbits—if it were al­ 
lowed to drift in space with min­ 
imum fuel and oxygen consump­ 
tion. 


"But I have a number of scien­ 
tific and other experiments pro­ 
grammed.” the Air Force major 
reported. "These will increase the 
depletion of consumables." 


“We would not like to establish 
a cutoff point on the number of 
orbits.” he said. “We have set a 
go. no-go guideline at certain 
points in the flight. The decision 
to proceed beyond each go. no-go 
point will depend on several fac­ 
tors." 


The date for the flight, longest 
manned space trip yet planned by 
the United States, is indefinite. It 
was scheduled for April 2. but was 
delayed earlier this week because 
of wiring problems in the Atlas 
booster rocket.
